Town Council Sets Up 

Ihe first defiiiite steps tonard the realisation of 
a liunioipal Hospital for Greenbelt were taken by the 
Toan Gounoil at its final meeting of the year last 
Friday, irtten it Adopted unanimously a resolution 
ahioh authorised the Town Tfeasmrer to set up 
special Hospital Fund, emd which set aside for 
fund the ^,000 remaining unspent from the 
1938 funds* 

This action was presented by Ur* Bessemer 
members of the Health Association had pre 
pressing and sometimes lengthy statements as to 
need for the hospital. Citizens speaking were 
E* U* Goode and Messers* Leslie Atkins, Donald 
staff, Ernest Dexoatatis, Guy Moore, John R.TBel, and 
President of the Health Association, Eugene Hesse, 
idio introduced the discussion* 

Mrs.Taylor presented a resolution which would au> 
thorize the taking of preliminary steps toward estab> 
lishing the hospital, but the xmanimous consent 
necessary for passage at the first reading was not 
forthooming after the Town Manager strongly objected 
to such action, saying that the questionaire which 
was oxtered by one of the sections of the resolution, 
and which would sound out the Town as to its hospi¬ 
tal needs and desires, should first be completed 
before further action was taken. Therefore this 
resolution was placed upon the calendar of Council*s 
next meeting, Monday, January 9,far the second read¬ 
ing and action* 

The motion by Mr* East, instructing the Town Man¬ 
ager to distribute the questionaire was unanimously 
carried* 

The first pert of the meeting was devoted to con¬ 
sideration of the 'lheasurer*8 Annual Report cmd the 
passing of a resolution enabling the Tfeasurer to ad¬ 
just the various appropriations of 1938wLth the bud¬ 
get of 1938 by transferring certain fuxids from one 
department to another* 

Mr* John C. Gale, Chairman of the Boy Scout Tfoop 
Committee, asked the Coxtncll to take action on the 
matter of providing the Thoop with the first prise 
it had won in the labor Day report* ^ said he had 
been referred to the Council by Mr* Peter Carroll, 
Chairman of the labor Day Committee* The acting May¬ 
or ruled that the Coimcil had not sponsored the par¬ 
ade, but had only appropriated a share of the funds 
needed, and that since the present Mayor, who had 
been the Coimcil*6 representative on the Conmittee 
was not pre8ent,he would entertain no motion for i»- 
mediate action* However he promised that the Council 
would look into the matter* 

Mr* George Bauer asked idxat had been done about 
the proposed Reoreation Building* The lluaager re¬ 
ported that plans and suggestions were still being 
received from citizens and organizations, and that 
next year's budget had been taking preoedenoe over 
this matter, but that the suggestions being reoeived 
would be presented to Council early in the year for 

consideration and presentation to the architects,who 
will draw up the official preliminazy plans* On mo¬ 
tion of Mr* Morrison it was decided that Janviary 15 
would be the deadline for receiving suggestions from 
oitisens* 

Present were members of Council East, Bessemer, 
Morrison, and Taylor, Manager Braden, Clerk MoOeuay, 
Treasurer Babbitt, E^ineer Vinoent, and Director of 
Adult Education Alpher*

Health Notes 

For some time, residents of Greendale, Wlsoon* 
sin have been considering the problem of putting 
nedioal oare on a budgetable basis. A ooDsnittee, 
formed to consider 'nays and mecuis of aoo<nnpllsh«> 
Ing this, reoently rejeo-ted a plan iihioh 'the Mil- 
tvaukee Medioal Society advanoed for Greendale. 

Mrs. Merrill Burke, ohairman of -Uie Greendale 
oonEoit'tee, explained -this ao'bion on the grounds 
■Uiat the medical 80 cle'ty*s plan nas unsatisfac¬ 
tory because its provisions were limi-ted to catas¬ 
trophic illness. 

This criticism is notable because it strikes 
at cm inherent weakness of most of the many med¬ 
ioal service plans being offered by coun'tj’’ medioal 
societies and pri-vate insurance oompemies, Tflihilo 
heal-th insurance limited to ca-tas-trophio illness 
may be better than no health insurance, it is de¬ 
cidedly inadeqmte. The need for expansion of 
preventive medicine is one of our basic health 
problems and such plans make no provision for it. 

It has been repor'ted that ■the National Youth 
Administration found 43^ of 1800 boys and girls, 
examined in a single industrial city, \inemploy- 
able by private industry because of physical de¬ 
fects. It was estimated ■that all but 8 or 10 per 
cent of these defects could have been ei'tJier pre¬ 
vented or cured by proper medical care. 

Since the boys and girls examined by the Na¬ 
tional Youth Adminis'tration ■were looking for work, 
-they were presumably not acu-tely ill. Hence, ■their 
health problems would probably not fall wi'thin -the 
scope of plans designed only to protect subscribers 
against the medical and surgical eirwrgencies idiich 
are generally cons'trued as "catastrophic illness". 

Describing defects in our present sys'tem of 
dis'tributing medical care, the PRIMER OF COOPERA¬ 
TIVE MEDICINE S'ta'tes •that* 

"there is little or no provision for "the 
practice of preventive medicine, Bie 
greater part of a doctor's -talents and 
energy is spent curing the sick, not keep¬ 
ing the well in good health. Here again, 
expense is an impor-bant item, but just 
as important is "the lack of any organ¬ 
ized me-thod of distributing preventive 
medical service". 

In the light of the facts, health insuTBinoo plans 
limited to catas'trophio illness seem to embody some- 
■thing of a paradox, since they represent efforts "to 
in^rove tlie dis-tribution of medical care,and at the 
same ti';.e incorporate a major drawback of -the sys-bem 
responsible for the very evils which they attempt 'to 
remedy. 


The peculiarities of people are never quite so 
apparent as the Now Year 'wlien various and sundr^^ de¬ 
sires and ge't—atway-from-i'b-alls are expressed in 
the form of resolutions. 

Take -the case of Lord Ches'terfield Beaverdeua 
Cooley an English remit-banco man who, in the course 
of his wanderings, had managed to s-top for a time in 
my home town, Ghes-berfield was a man of many -talents 
and just as many bad habits, among the latter being 
that 8-ba-te commonly referred to as "in "the cups". 
Never a New Year came aroimddmt Ghes-berfield didn't 
swear off drinking, and never a Now Year passed -thru 
its span that didn't find his highness "s-bewed to "the 
and searching far and -wide for someone -wi-tti 
whom he might do battle. 

But alast My friends wri-be to tell me that Lord 
Ches-berfield is no morel It seems that he, like so 
many others, met his untimely doom -thru friends -wdio 
■were only seeking -to help him. For Chesterfield, at 
the height of one of his exhilarating sprees,met and 
challenged a traveler who chanced to pass his way. 
Now this newcomer -was one iriio happened to be handy 
■with his "dooks", and some time during -the course of 
the fracas Ches-faerfield caught one on the button 
which laid him among the sweetpeas. Friends of the 
fallen one, not wishing his humiliation -to be made 
plain to tlie generalpublio,propped Lord Chesterfield 
up against the fork of a small tree and pulled his 
hat down over his eyes to give the impression of one 
who is "just resting," 

This magnanimous act would have seived its purpose 
very well, for the battler, on awakening, would have 
been delighted to find himself still upon his feet. 
But unhappy dayl Sometime during the period of his 
enforced slmber. Chesterfield's feet slid out from 
under him andhls neck -was caught tightly in the fork 
of the treel And Lord Ches-berfield Beaverdam Cooley, 
a man of resolutions, unwittingly got away from it 
all.

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How to Improve Greenbelt’s Newspaper 

The criticism is sometimes heard of the COOPERA¬ 
TOR tlmt its navTS content is much too limited, es¬ 
pecially when compared vd.th the amount of features 
carried. We agree wi-th this criticism. There is 
however an explanation which tre think impor-tant not 
merely to discuss in our own circles hut to bring to 
the attention of the town at large. 

The people who put this sheet out don't do it for 
a li-ving. Their families are supported by 40 hours 
a week or better, spent over a desl: or on the busi¬ 
ness end of c, v/rench. Vdien they come homo and do 
find time and energj' to turn to the paper it is only 
natiural that they do those things vdiich bring then 
some degree of pleasiu'o. And so, almost to a man, 
they turn to feature writing, 

Ga-thering news is no particular fun under -the 
best circumstances. It calls for painstaking effort 
and more than a little drudgery; nobody thanl:s you 
for it, 'Leg men*', as tho^.'- call their news—gatherers 
on professional journals, are among the least-re¬ 
spected and most hard-working of the draft. 

We of the COOPER/iTOR have devoted considerable 
attention to this question. We have come to the con¬ 
clusion that the only possible solution for an ama¬ 
teur newspaper of our type is to enlist the wiiole of 
Greenbelt as news-gatl'erers. It requires no veiy 
great effort for people to send in a report of activ¬ 
ities or events which are part of their daily lives. 
The style and grammar need not be first-rate. Ac¬ 
curacy of the factual matter is the only requisite. 

To the extent that Greenbelt becccies neivs—cor— 
seious it -will iiave an authori-tative informative 
newspaper. In a town wiiose by-\yord is cooperation, 
we feel that there will be such a ner/spaper ivlien 
Greenbelters grasp the situation. 


Two Methods of Sharing the Wealth 

Last -week, Brenda Diana Duff Frazier, New York 
society deb, was elevated to the front pages of our 
newspapers by viptue of her glamorous coming out 
party, estimated to have cost in the neighborhood of 
050 , 000 . 

As to the merits of this particular type of high 
priced "personality advertising" engaged in by the 
400, let us not moralize. We cannot but note, htnv- 
over, that a spectacle such as this one, with its 
two bottles of champagne to each throe guests and 
its handy "sobering up” bar, in-variably packs more 
dreuna than does any moveinent to elevate the lot of 
the underprivileged, Alas, we love our Linoolns 
and Curies, but -we dramatize our Caesars wnd ifeirio 
Antoinettes, 

It is, therefore, hardly surprizing to note that 
our newspapers - those self-same newspapers that 
systematically attack as utopian and ohimerio ovoiy 
effort to better the conditions of the less articu¬ 
late members of society - rush to defend Brenda's 
coming out as beneficial frcm a social vie-wpoint. 
Particularly, we call a-btention to the editorial 
page of the Washington Times of December 30th, vMch 
refers to the expenditures in oonnootion with tlie 
party as providing an effective and praotioal means 
of sharing the wealth, and suggests that "the sharo- 
the—wealth thinkers sa-ve their brain sweat for an 
endeavor that really matters; namely, the long, 
slow endeavor to bring about a more equitable dis¬ 
tribution of wealth and wealth oontrol in this 
oountry". 

Although we hardly concur with the Times* evalua¬ 
tion of the party as an efficacious method of shar¬ 
ing the wealth, we do most heartily endorse thsir 
suggestion that earnest thought be given to the 
question of Improving the distribution of wealth 
and the method of wealth oontrol. 

It hardly takes *'brain sweat" to supply a proper 
answer to the question of a more equitable distri¬ 
bution of -wealth and -wealth control in this oountiry. 
Rather, it should be evident to any but an atrophied 
brain that the consumer, collectively, holds within 
his own two hands the suiswer to this entire question. 
Under our profit system, it is the oonsunwr wiio 
supplies the mrket without wiiich no wealth would 
bo created. It is, also, he alone who determines 
the -wealth control -when he decides where his 
dollars shall be spent. 

Our present economic problem, tlat of effective 
distribution, will be solved whenever that segment 
of the population composed of proaucers smd con¬ 
sumers, who alone determine the -wealth of the 
countiy, decide to coordinate their productive 
capacities and their control of the spending poiirer 
and direct them into channels over which tl»y, 
themselves, retain the control and -vdiioh they can 
direct to be used in the public interest. 

We, in Greenbelt, with the encouragement of the 
federal government and through the help of the 
Fileoe organization, are attempting to prove that, 
through mutual effort, we can thus correlate our 
capital, labor and executive abilities into channels 
for our collective enriclimont,

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FUSING AND RE-FUSING 

To the Editort 

We would like to call attention of Greenbelt res¬ 
idents that the Management Office is replacing cer¬ 
tain fuses in the kitchen boxes with an attachment 
called a "fustat". This fustat, when installed, will 
allow for the starting overload on washing machine 
motors without blowing a fuse and yet will give all 
the protection to the motor that is required. 

Replacements for these fustats vd.ll be cai sale at 
the Drug Store and are replaced exactly in the same 
manner as the fuses. 

We would also like to advise the residents that 
it is extremely dangerous to use fuses of a higher 
amperage than the standard 15 amperes, 7,hen higher 
amperage fuses are used there is immediate danger of 
overloading your wiring system which may cause fire 
or other damage. 

We also would like to caution the residents 
against putting coins or other metallic devices 
in the fuse sockets as -tiiis is extremely dangerous 
and should never be permitted. 

We are always glad to assist you in any difficul¬ 
ty you may have with the lightin{;, refrigeration, 
range, or the general electrical sj-stem of your 
house,

AGAINST LAKE SKATING 
To the Editori 

It does not appear reasonable to mo that the 
lives of our children should be jeopardized by the 
creation of a skating rink on the surface of ihe 
lake. 

It appears to me to be a foolhardy risk to use 
a body of water so deep as to require a long period 
of sub-zero weather before it can become safe for 
skating, when the simple expedient of leveling out 
and flooding a 4 inches deep depressionwould answer 
the purpose so much better, 

A shallow film of water such as suggested will 
freeze over more rapidly, more often, and when \in- 
expectedly jsoft,can result, at worst, in a wet shoe, 
or a sprain, certainly never in a submersion or a 
drowning. 

Since the recormended procedure is standard in 
many coraniunities,there is nothing novel or untested 
about it.

WHICH VfAY GREENBELT? 

To the Editori 

Befoz*e me lies the December 29 issue of the Green- 
belt Cooperator, read, as many .previous issues have 
been read, from cover to cover in the warmth and se¬ 
curity of a Greenbelt home. Visits are too few and 
far be tween, subject to the urgency of my work in New 
York City, 

On page four, the editorial titled "The Challenge 
of Nineteen Thirty-nine" is timely and possibly of 
greater significance than might seem to you who take 
Greenbelt for granted, 

Diere was a time in the early (hys of the Republic 
when suffrage was strictly limited to propertied men 
and a poor man could be thrown into jail for the rest 
of his natiual life for any unpaid debt. Die yesir 
1840 witnessed a peasant rebellion on the vast Rens¬ 
selaer property in New York State, caused by the at¬ 
tempt of the heirs of Stephen Van Rensselaer to ex¬ 
tort enormous rents from the tenants. The tenants 
and their sons routed the Sheriff»d several hundred 
of his armed deputies who had sallied forth to col¬ 
lect, No less a person than Philip Hone, Mayor of 
New York City, 1825—1826, voiced the sentiments of 
the economic royalists of that day: 

"A most outrageous revolt has broken out 
among the tenants of the late patroon. 

General Van Rensselaer, in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Albany, of a piece with the vile 
disorganizing spirit vdiich overspreads 
"tile land like a cloud,and daily increases 
in darkness,,,This outarageous proceeding 
of tiie Rensselaerwiokers has occasioned 

(over) 





great oonstemation in Albeuoy.Ihe Sheriff 
resorted to the ancient process of summon¬ 
ing the posse comitatusjthe citizenslere 
ordered out to march againstihe riotersj 
seveiral hundred went and set the enemy in 
the disputed territory, Uie Sheriff,with 
seventy followers,wentfbrward in advance, 
but finding them armed and mounted to the 
number of several thousands (and) deter¬ 
mined to resist,•.he returned to the main 
body of his farces, faced to the right a- 
bout, and marched back to Albany, This is 
alarming, ••(8Lnd)must,in a short time (per¬ 
haps the very next year),sweep away all 
the wise restraints of law and justice , 
and cause the destruction of individual 
rights. Let it come, if come it must;the 
evil will be remedied some time or other; 
but this fair dream of Republicanism will 
be dissipated by its cure," 

The "pair Dream" of Republicanism survived even 
greater shocks in the next nine decades, until today 
nearly one hundred years later, we find G.A.W. ex¬ 
pounding this latter-day opinion inihe Greenbelt Co- 
operator i 

"Wo, in Greenbelt, having been provided with 
an opportunity unheard of in these days of

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SOME BIRDS MAKE BIGGER MEALS 

Do you Twant to know how much meat you will got 
from your holiday bird? 

Here are sonie figures that will help you find out. 
They come from the CONSUlffiRS* GUIDE, publication of 
the Consumers* Counsel Division of the AAA. 

"No rules apply to every bird", says the GUIDE, 
"but here is the best information we can find show¬ 
ing how much edible meat you can expect from differ¬ 
ent kinds of poultry. Each percentage represents 
the proportion of the dressed (but not drawn) weight 


which is usually edible, 

"Broilers (unfattened),,.,,54 percent 

Roasting chickens (unfattened),57 percent 
Ducks,60 per cent 
Squab guineas,,,,,,,,,,,,,,,,•,60 percent 
Broilers (fattened),,,,,,,,,,,,61 percent 
Roasting chickens (fattened),,,63 percent 

Hens (fattened),,,,,,,,.,64 percent 

Geese,,... 65 percent 

Turkeys,. 67 percent 

Capons (unfattened),,,..67 percent 

Sqxiab pigeons,.................74 percent 


"Remember", warns the COIISUJ.ERS* GUIDE, "1/Vhile 
some birds give more edible meat, they also cost 
more per pound. If you want to figou’e the cost of 
the edible meat divide the price of the dressed 
bird by the appropriate figiu-e above; then multiply 
the result by 100, 

"Edible meat on a broiler which sells, for in¬ 
stance, at 40 cents a poxmd, costs at the rate of 74 
cents", 


TIPS ON APPI£S 

Leave an apple to itself under bad storage condi¬ 
tions for any length of time and you*11 soon have a 
minature gas generating plant that sliows up in the 
form of brown spots on the surface of the apple it¬ 
self. 

Those brown spots, says the CONSUl/nSRS* GUIDE,pub- 
lication of the CONSUIfiERS* COUNSEL DIVISION OF THE 
AAA, are "Scald" developed from the gases given off 
by the apples. Mild cases that merely tint the skin 
of the apple aren*t very harmful, but beware of very 
dark brown spots; they are clues to bad quality in 
the apple. 

If you buy apples in oiled paper, either individ- 
xially wrapped or in shredded oil paper packing, you 
will rim less risk of buying a "scalded" product. 

You can spot immature apples by poor color for 
their variety and sometimes by their shriveled ap¬ 
pearance after beii;g in storage. For eating these 
are poor investments. 

Overripe apples arc soft, have mealy flesh, and 
lack snap and crispness that make good eating apples. 
They are bad buys at any price. 

Mealy flesh or brown flesh found both on the sur¬ 
face and under the skin of the apple means waste. 
Such injuries are usually caused by bruising or 
freezing. Apples Tiith these defects won’t keep well 
in storage. 

Finally, shy away from dirty looking apples. They 
might be bearers of excessive spray residue that is 
sometiires poisonous.

QUESTION* How many members will there be on the 
Board of Directors of the cooperative 
association when it is formed? 

ANSW3R* The ninaber on the Board will be stipula¬ 
ted by the bylaws iiriiich the association 
will agree upon. The members, however, 
should be considering several possibili¬ 
ties regarding the size of the Board, If 
the number of directors is too small, say 
five, democratic control might be in jeo¬ 
pardy, And since the Board Is a sort of 
business training school, it is well that 
that training not bo limited to too small 
a number. 

On the other hand, if the Board is too 
large in number some of the members might 
not feel obligated to attend all meetings, 

A director might feel that ten or eleven 
others present,his absence at Board meet¬ 
ings might not be a loss, llien, too, if 
directors are to bo compensated for their 
attendance at district or regional meet¬ 
ings too largo a Boardnight entail a very 
heavy expense upon the society. It might 
be difficult, too, to find eleven or more 
individuals in a small association who 
would make really efficient and capable 
directors. 

Efficiency could also be impaired by hav¬ 
ing too many directors who could partici¬ 
pate in arguments and insist upon having 
their oivn ways. 

The C,0,C, has nine members, Ihat number 
could be retained for the Board of Direc¬ 
tors, or it could be reduced to seven, or 
even five. The members will decide upon 
that,

The Co\moil has authorized 'the Town Manager to de¬ 
termine, by questionaire, our hospital needs and de¬ 
sires. It is urgent that we respond wholeheartedly 
to the Council*s plea that we give this questionaire 
our most mature consideration, emd that we reimm it 
as quickly as possible with thismture consideration 
expressed upon it. 

The big quesbion involved is - ara we willing to 
pay the price needed for the maintenance of a good 
hospital. It need not be large, it may limit itself 
as to kinds of service, but it imist be good. For in¬ 
stance it seems essential that mateimity wards be 
completely independent from other wards, with separ¬ 
ate nurses. 

But on Ihe other hand it my be that a really good 
hospital, which might not be practical for us alone, 
might still make itself feasible ly attracting patron¬ 
age from the neighboring communities. Prince Georges 
County needs a hospital; Washington hospitals do not 
fill our needs nor those of our neighbors, 

I hope Greonbelt, through this questionaire, will 
express strongly its desire for a goodnunicipal hos¬ 
pital, and its willingness to pay the needed price, 

I think we all should be willing to p)ay a dollar a 
month, plus a reasonable fee when we use the hospi¬ 
tal* s facilities, just for the protection funiished 
by having those facilities at hand. 

Just suppose -that one of our woiTien,who for reasons 
of economy had decided to have a private maternity 
ward at her own home, developed complications which 
needed the facilities of a hospital. This is very 
likely to happen. Home care cannot adeqxjately take 
the place of good hospital care. Which care we must 
make as easily available to our community as possi¬ 
ble,
